This bill was 
fniiiied ostensibly in the interest of the Panama- 
Tacitie K.xposition. 

The Mccond section provides in substance that 
any inaimfactnred article which is imported for 
and sliowu at the exposition aiid which is protected 
by any eertiflaate of registration, copyright, tradi 
inai'k or patent issued by a foreign eotui^, shall 
lie protected in the United Statea. 

The third section provides that it ahall be un- 
lawful for any person without authority of the 
proprietor to copy, imitate, reproduce or repub- 
lish any i)attern, model, design, trade-mark, copy 
rif ht or ]>atent article protected by the laws of any 
foreign country and imported for exhibition pur- 
poses (It thi' I'anaina-l'a<'ific Kxposilion. 

.Veuordiiig to the terms of this act, therefore, any 
bidder of a foreign patent, copyright or trade-mark 
can secure in the I'nifed States, by simply exhibit 
iiiiz his goods at the ranama-Paciiic K.xpo^ition, far 
iiHU'c comj)lete protection than is afforded by th( 
United States patent and oopjrright laws to our in 
ventors. and a,uthors The law is not merely an of 
fcr to give a I nitcd States patent free to every 
owner of a foreign patent who will exhibit at San 
Frapciaco, but it olfers him protection far better 
than the United States pat« nt nfVords to the ordi- 
nary inventor.
